died at his home last night a fte r an 
illness of several m onths. 
He was 58 years old and had been 
an the suprem e bench five years. He 
had the distinction of being one of 
the few m em bers of the court appoint­ 
ed by a president of opposite politi­ 
cal faith. 
P resid ent T a ft appointed 
him in 1910 with only two precedents 
for 
such 
action, 
those 
of 
Ju stic e s 
Jackson and Lurton. 
Justice Lam ar was born in R u ck­ 
ersville, 
Elbert 
county, 
Cia., 
O c­ 
tober 14, 1857. 
He attended the U ni­ 
versity of Georgia and later Bethany 
college, where he was graduated in 
1877. 
He attended the law school at 
Washington and Lee university, and 
was admitted to the bar at Augusta, 
Ga., in 1878. He lived at Augusta until 
appointed to the suprem e court bench. 
Coming from distinguished southern 
stock, 
he was 
one of the fewT mon 
whose family had previously had a rep­ 
resentative on the bench. T h e ju stice 
was a cousin to A ssociate Ju s tic e L . 
Q. C. Lamar, 
of 
M ississippi, 
who 
served on the bench from 1888 to 1893. 
He was honored by his state by 
many positions for which his learn­ 
ing and ability as a law yer fitted him. 
thirst he was a m em ber of the Georgia 
house of representatives, and in 1892 
was appointed by the suprem e 
court 
of Georgia as one of the com m ission­ 
ers to prepare a code of law s for the 
state, which code was adopted by tile 
general assem bly in 1895. 
He w as again honored Jan u ary I, 
1901, by appointment to fill an unex­ 
pired term as 
associate ju stice 
of 
the Georgia supreme court and was 
elected*to the same position at the en­ 
suing election. 
In 1905, he resigned 
.o resum e the practice of law'. 
In the practice of law’ he largely 
represented railroads 
and other 
big 
corporations, and, yet, in the day of 
antipathy to corporation lawyers, his 
integrity was so highly regarded that 
• he senate without delay confirmed 
his nomination. 
Early in his service on the supreme 
court bench he becam e recognized as 
one of the most powerful members. 
His opinions were finished works oi 
iogic. 
Applications 
for 
rehearings 
were rare in cases decided. 
Coming to W ashington as a man lit­ 
tle know n beyond his state, his rise in 
public estim ation as a m em ber of the 
court, led President W ilson to select 
him as the principal com m issioner for 
the United S ta te s in the A. B. C. m e­ 
diation at Niagara Falls in 1914 
be­ 
tween the United States and Mexico 
over conditions in the southern repub­ 
lic. 
In this position he 
acquitted 
him self w ith distinction.

As most of the apples grown in this 
country are sent to m arket in barrels, 
t may be well to set down here some 
•ules adopted 
by the best assoc'a- 
ions of fruit growers for the barrol- 
ng of the fruit. 
In the first place the apples are 
alien from the trees and placed in 
>askets or bags 
slung around 
the 
boulders of the pickers, and some 
/ery careful growers insist that the 
•ickers 
wear gloves, in order that 
heir fingernails may not cut the fruit, 
t is a well-known fact now’ that a 
iny abrasion made by the fingernail 
vill 
often 
admit 
harmful 
bacteria 
vhich will, in a short time, destroy 
.he apple. 
The appJe3 are then brought to the 
lacking tables, which are covered with 
anvas or burlap under which is a 
adding of moss or straw in order to 
irevent bruising. 
The greatest care is 
aken to prevent the apples from fati­ 
ng from the table, or against one 
another in a way to cause the slight­ 
est bruise. 
The fruit is rapidly sorted 
into their proper grade and the pack­ 
age— whatever the form of packing 
Way be— labeled with the grow ers’ 
dame. 
A barrel properly packed can 
be shipped long distances w ithout in­ 
jury to the fruit. 
All good apple growers now under­ 
stand that apples keep better if they 
are allow’ed to ripen upon the trees 
and it is seldom that green fruit is 
ptcked. 
Of course alw aj’s there is 
just the right day w’hen the apples 
should be taken from the tree, and 
this can be learned only by close ob­ 
servation and experience.

Dry lf Not Given Some Protection 
During the Winter.

If the fleece could be kept 
dry it probably would retain enough j 
body heat to keep the sheep warm. ! 
but this is impossible without shelter. ! 
When a fleece once becomes wet it 
takes a long time for it to dry out, i 
especially if the weather is cold. 
Much energy that would otherwise j 
be used for growih or fattening must j 
be used for evaporating this water. J

In the United States there are 
now many more citizens who have not 
the privilege of the suffrage than those 
who have. 
The people of the District 
of Columbia never have had the privi­ 
lege to vote for anybody or anything, 
and yet they are citizens. Most of the 
negroes of the south, the minors of 
both sexes, and as yet an immense m a­ 
jority of the women of the country, are 
not perm itted to vote and yet no one 
would think of excluding these classes 
from the rights of citizenship/* 
The chief features of the bills to 
considered by congress, it is expected 
here, will provide both for blanket 
citizenhsip and a greater degree of 
home rule. The m ost im portant home 
rule feature is the provision for an 
elective senate of nineteen members. 
T he present lower house of the legis­ 
lature 
is already 
elected, while 
the 
present upper house or senate is com­ 
posed of eleven m em bers, all of whom 
are appointed by the president of the 
United States, and six of whom are 
heads of executive departm ents of the 
Insular governm ent. 
Those most interested in the pas­ 
sage of a new organic act for Porto 
Rico have been much encouraged by 
the president's recent m essage to con­ 
gress in which he recom m ended new 
legislation for both Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. 
At the sam e time Porto Ricans point

is so closely associated with 
that urged for the 
Philippines 
that 
they fear the two may become con­

that in the fight which 
they expect will develop over defining 
a policy for Philippine independence 
Porto Rico may again be disappointed. 
H ere in the island it is said that all 
difficulties which heretofore have de­ 
veloped over legislation by congress 
in behalf of

cleared away. 
The most im portant 
single step which has been taken re ­ 
cently was the adoption of a new' plat­ 
form by the unionist party, the ma- 
pority party in the island, renouncing 
its independence platform and confin­ 
ing itself to a policy of home rule. Al­ 
m ost invariably in the past when legis­ 
lation for the island has been under 
consideration at W ashington and con­ 
gress seemed about

NEWS OF COACH, CAB AND CABOOSE 


Matters of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for the Bene­ 
fit of the Sedalia Demo­ 
crat Readers. 


There were ordered during 1915 a 
total of 1573 locomotives, an increase 
of 308 over tell figures ior 1914. 
Of 
these, practically 50 per cent were 
ordered since October I, and the out­ 
look for a continuation of this rate 
of ordering in 1916 is promising. 
Of 
those ordered the 
greater 
number 
were Mikados, there berng 562 of this 
type, a 
considerable 
increase 
over 
1914. 
The number of Mallets ordered has 
also increased, there being 59 in 1914, 
as against 120 ordered in 1915. 
The 
75 locomotives of the Santa Fe type 
ordered constitute an increase of 12 
over those for 1914, and it is worthy 
of note that this type has come into 
popularity during the pant twTo years, 
none having been ordered in 1911, 
1912 and 1913. 
There was a slight falling off in the 
number of mountain type locomotives, 
but the number ordered in any year 
indicates that this type is still favor­ 
ed for special service only. 
There 
were ten more electric locomotives 
ordered in 1915 than in 1914. 
Of the txvtal locomotives ordered, 
1174 are equipped with superheaters 
and 919 w'ith briik arches. 
The per­ 
centage in .both these cases shows no 
falling off, but rather a tendency to­ 
ward the revival 
of 
compounding, 
practically the only type in which it 
is employed being the Mallet.

Only One American Life Lost. 
London, Jan. 3.—The loss of life 
in connection with the sinking of the 
British steamship Persia, torpedoed in 
the East Mediterranean on Thursday 
afternoon, still is a m atter of doubt. 
Latest advices from Cab*o and Alex­ 
andria indicate that 
158 
survivors 
landed, of whom fifty-nine were pas­ 
sengers. Hopes that others have been 
saved have vanished, as four days 
have elapsed since the vessel w'as de­ 
stroyed. 
No further word was :eceived con­ 
cerning Robert MeNeelv, 
American 
consul at Aden, Arabia, 
and 
there 
seems to be little doubt that he was 
drowned. 
The safety of Charles Grant, of Bos­ 
ton, having been established, it is 
thought that McNeely is 
the 
only 
American to have lost his life. 
Tt is still impossible to give, even 
with approximate accuracy, the loss 
of life, as the number or- board has 
not been established. The passengers 
numbered something more than 200 
and there wrere between 200 and 300 
mmbers of the crew, so That apparent­ 
ly the death list will run largely in 
excess of 200. 
Such fragmentary reports of the 
disaster as have been obtained from 
the survivors furnished little new in­ 
formation 
concerning 
the 
circum­ 
stances of the sinking. 
All agree, how'ever, th at the Persia 
sank 
with 
extraordinary 
rapidity, 
within about five minutes of the time 
she was struck, affording small op­ 
portunity for rescue woik. 
None of the survivors leported see­ 
ing anything of a submarine. The ex­ 
tent to which popular feeling has been 
aroused in the allied nations by the 
sinking of the Persia, is indicated by 
the unrestrained tone of 
the 
press 
comments. 
, 
There is much speculation as to the 
influence the disaster will have on 
the negotiations, wrhich are in pro­ 
gress between the United States and 
Austria-Hungary.

Another Important matter is that 
of Having all road expenditures made 
under expert supervision. 
Secretary 
of Agriculture Houston says: 
“The 
nation today is spending annually the 
equivalent of more than $200,000,000 
for roads. Much of this Is directed by 
local supervisors and it is estimated 
by experts that of the amount so di­ 
rected anywhere from 30 to 40 per 
cent is, relatively speaking, wasted 
or misdirected.” Ever;K state should 
have a state highway commission, and 
the people should not vote money for 
any expensive scheme of country road 
improvement until it has been ap­ 
proved by experts. 
The third matter we wish to em­ 
phasize is the importance of the road 
drag. 
As we have said before, the 
drag is undoubtedly the cheapest good 
roads maker ever invented, and if 
some commercial company had pat­ 
ented R and sold it at five times its 
cost, every county in the South would 
be using it. It is so simple and cheap 
that people will not realize what a 
wcnder-worker it is. The time to pre­ 
vent next winter’s bad roads is now, 
and the way to prevent them is to 
make plans to have the roads dragged 
Every farmer interested ought to see 
his county road authorities and demand 
action. 
Send to the United States 
department of agriculture, Washing­ 
ton, D. C., for a free copy of Farmers’ 
Bulletin 597, “The Road Drag and 
How to Use It,” and keep pestering 
your fellow citizens until your county 
gets the dragging habit.

mand that your state highway com­ 
mission approve your county’s proj­ 
ects. 
2. The cheapest way to keep dirt 
roads in good conditions is by the use 
of the drag. Demand that your coun­ 
ty commissioners make plans for us­ 
ing it to improve the roads you al­ 
ready have instead of spending all the 
road money building new roads. 
3. There Is no such thing a3 a “per­ 
manent road,” hence no plan for road 
building should be approved unless it 
includes provision for keeping up the 
roads after they are built.—The Pro 
gressive Farmer.
